Since coming into the 
Dot Record Company fold, the lovely 
Perry Como protegees have turned out 
Many a fme waxing — their latest 
effort being the popular “I’m In Love 
Again.” We thought you might like to 
know something about these smooth- 
singing gals, so here’s a brief glimpse 
into their background. 


Margie, Bea and Geri — the Fon- 
tane Sisters — grew up in the town of 
New Milford, New Jersey, and began 
their musical careers as tots. The girls 
will tell you that Mom Fontane started 
them off on the right note while she 
served as organist and soloist for their 
church. Bea, Margie and their brother 
Frank started out by singing in church 
minstrels. They still talk about the 
night Bea broke up the show, stopping. 
the act by waving to her friends in the 
balcony.
